the Loop" In Air Would Havo 


Been Hit Last 


1 It took many days of nerving myself 
Op to the point and many steep dives 
before I decided to "flip her ewer,"

The sun was high above me and I 


had attained an altitude of about 5,000 
feet when I felt I was ready to take 
the plunge. To this day I am grateful 
to the maker of the machine, because 
he constructed it so good and strong. 
If the plane had had a flaw, the man- 
ner In which I took that first loop 
would have lauded me In the ceme- 
tery. 
1 When the impulse came over me, I 
felt around to see if my belt was se- 
cure. It was. Bracing myself for the 
ordeal, I gave her full .power and 
shoved 
her 
nose 
straight 
down. 


Straight for the earth I went, the 
combined force of gravitation and of 
the wide engine giving the plane a 
fearful speed, the stays shrieking in 
the t/Ind and the control columns vi- 
brating In my hand with the enormous 
pressure. 


Steadily, firmly, I pulled the controls 


back. As If by magic the earth van- 
ished from sight and my feet pointed 
toward the sun. It lasted onlyltor a 
moment. 
While my ears were* still 


deafened by the rush of blood to the 
head, the earth hove Into sight again 
at a queer angle and my head seemed 
to be pushed back between my shoul- 
ders. In another second the earth re- 
sumed its accustomed position. I had 
looped the loop!

Phlladelphian Honored for Invention 


of Best-Known Device for Count- 


Ing Blood Corpuscles.

The Franklin institute has recently 


awarded its Edward Longstreth medal 
of merit to -Mr. Max Levy of Philadel- 
phia, Pa., for his new form of haemo- 
cytometer. The purpose of this device 
is to provide an improvement in cham- 
bers for counting blood corpuscles. The 
specific improvement is in forming the 
entire chamber, with the exception of 
the cover glass, from a single plate of 
glass. Cross lines, one-twentieth of a 
millimeter apart, are ruled upon .the 
glass base, thus dividing, the surface 
into squares <me-four hundredth of a 
square millimeter in area. The surface 
upon which these rulings are made Is 
one-tenth of a millimeter below the un- 
der surface of the cover glass through 
which the blood corpuscles are counted 
with the aid of a microscope. 
The 


channels In this haemocytometer run 
across the slide, making it much easier 
to clean than the disk form. A modi- 
fication has the rulings made on a sep- 
arate plate, cemented Into a transverse 
groove cut In the base plate1", Into which 
it is accurately fitted. The instrument 
is a decided Improvement over those 
heretofore obtained from Germany.— 
Scientific American.

The way people sit about a table 
at night reading, with the only light 
coming from the center of the table. 
Will tend to injure the sight- In most 
families it is the only way that chil- 
dren ever read or do their night 
les- 
sons. 
The correct way to read is to 
sit so the light falls on the printed 
page or -work of any kind, and the eyes 
must always be in the shade. It is just 
the opposite of siting about a table 
facing a light, and having the book or 
work in the shadow. 
Nothing will bring wrinkles around 
the eyes as "will strained sight, and if 
you have done the damage already, go 
and get glasses at once and relieve the 
strain.

Our Boys and Girls 


The stand up straight warning is 
heard today just as it was >ears ago 
in our grandmother's time. Straight- 
ness of back is important not only to 
the carriage but to the health. The 
child who is allowed to 
huddle into 
comfortable but sloughy postures,' or 
to lean far over her books when study- 
ing, 
is not only ruining her future but 
is running the risk of spinal curva- 
tures, narrow consumptive lungs, con- 
stricted digestive organs and other ills. 
There is much more chance of the 
girl's growing taller if her back is 
kept straight. 
If the back is held 
habitually that "way, a short woman 
will look several inches taller. 
This 
straighness of the back should include 
ts whole length, beginning with the 
vertebras at the neck. If the shoulders 
are held rigidly back and the neck 
shoots forward, as so many necks do. 
the carriage will be anything but 
graceful. 
"When the girl writes or reads she 
must not huddle forward in her chair. 
She must be made to sit erect. 
For 
this reason children should not be al- 
lowed to read seated in very large 
chairs, for in order to bend the knees 
over the Trent edge of the chair, an ut- 
terly wrong position of the spine is 
taken against the chair back.
